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Afghanistan (AP) - A new 
American commander took 
control Tuesday of U.S and 
coalition forces in 
Afghanistan, vowing the 
United States and its allies 
would remain committed to 
achieving stability in this war- 
ravaged country. 

But with rebels and al-Qaida 
fighters still launching hit- 
and- run attacks on coalition 
troops, Afghan soldiers and 
aid workers. Maj. Gen. John 
R. Vines said maintaining 
security would not be easy. 

"Some 25 years ago, as 
Afghanistan was wracked by 
war, the world looked the 
other way. Your presence here 
today reflects a commitment 
not to repeat that mistake," the 
53-year-old Vines said after 
taking over Lt. Gen. Dan K. 
McNeill. 

"Were here because our 
governments have committed 
to helping Afghanistan 
establish itself as a peaceful, 
prosperous nation The job 
will not be easy." 

The handover ceremony took 
place on a runway lined with 
helicopters at Bagram Air 
Base, the headquarters of 
11,500 coalition troops, 8,500 
of them American, deployed 
in the country. 

Senior Afghan commanders 
attended the ceremony, as did 
Afghan Foreign Minister 

Abdullah and diplomats ( 
including U S. Ambassador ; 
Robert Finn.

Afghan authorities say the 
Taliban and their allies have 
been regrouping in recent 
months, stepping up attacks 
not only on coalition forces 
and Afghan government 
forces, but also on aid 
workers. 

Despite that, Vines said the 
capacity of Taliban and al- 
Qaida fighters to launch 
attacks was diminishing.

"At any given point in time ... 
criminals can gain the upper

Vines said. "We will be 
aggressive in attempting to 
deny them the opportunity to 
do that and when they do, 
we ll seek to capture or kill 
them." 

Vines said coalition troop 
strength would remain the 
same for the. foreseeable 
future and the overall nature 
operations would not change. 

McNeill said coalition forces 
were starting to shift their 
focus toward humanitarian 
activities. 

"You will see a slight change 
which has begun over the last 
few r weeks in that (the 
coalition) begins to focus a 
little more on what we call 
stability operations," said 
McNeill, who is due to leave 
soon after spending a year in 
the country. "You"ll sec a 
greater emphasis on 
reconstruction."

Asefi did not give any other 
details about the detainees. 


Nor did he say where and 
when they were arrested 
"They need to be 
identified and 

interrogated," Asefi told 
the official IRNA news 
agency. 

Iran, branded by

ISLAMABAD (IRIN) - 
Over 100,000 Afghan 
refugees have so far 
returned home this year, but 
this is just one-quarter of 
the number of those 
repatriated over the same 
period last year, the 
reduction being due to 
deteriorating security in 
their country, the office of 
the UN High Commissioner 
for Refugees (UNHCR) 
confirmed to IRIN on 
Friday. 

"It was never expected that 
we would have the same 
figures as last year, and 
those whom we» were 
anxious to see go left 
immediately But we know 
that security is also an 
influencing factor," the 
spokesman for UNHCR in 
Pakistan, Jack Redden, told 
IRIN from the Pakistani 
capital, Islamabad. Of the 
100,000 returnees this year, 
more than 65,000 were 
from Pakistan and nearly 
35,000 from Iran. 

"Returning refugees say 
that more Afghan families 
will return if security is 


improved, especially in the 
southern provinces, and if 
there are more job 
prospects and 

reconstruction inside 

Afghanistan," the UNHCR 
spokeswoman in 

Afghanistan, Maki 

Shinohara, said at a news 
briefing in the capital, 
Kabul. "The number that 
returned last year was four 
times more than we 
expected," Redden added. 

The refugee agency has 
stressed its concern over 
the security situation, and 
maintains that repatriation 
should be voluntary and 
gradual. "In the recent 
tripartite meeting between 
UNHCR, the Pakistani 
authorities and Afghan 
authorities, the group fully 
endorsed the concept of 
slow and'gradual return," 
Redden said. 

This point was supported 
by Pakistani Minister of 
Kashmir Affairs, Northern 
Areas and States and 
Frontier Regions, Aftab 
Ahmed Khan Sherpao, 
during a visit to Kabul 


earlier this week. He 
reaffirmed Pakistan's 
commitment to ensuring the 
voluntary nature of Afghan 
returns, and pledged 
continued support to 
rebuild Afghanistan. 

UNHURT plans to assist up 
to 1.5 million Afghans to 
go home this year, 
comprising 600,000 from 
Pakistan, 500,000 from 
Iran, 100,000 from other 
countries, as well as 
300,000 internally 

displaced persons (Dips). 
Last year, the agency and 
its partners helped some 1.8 
million Afghan refugees 
and 250,000 Dips to return 
home. 

However, lack of funding 
for the repatriation 

programmed is causing 
concern, as donor pledges 
have not been turned into 
cash. "We are really 

concerned about funds as 
they will affect the 

programmed-. We have only 
received 37 percent of the 
US $194 million needed," 
Redden warned.

Finance Minister Ashraf 
Ghani told reporters in the 
Afghan capital Friday that 
the government is 
appointing new provincial 
customs directors to 
organize the flow of 
revenue to the central 
government. He says the 
officers will report to Kabul 
about the amount of 
customs revenue that is- 
collected in the provinces 
each day. 

The U S.-backed Afghan 
President, Hamid Karzai, 
has accused governors in 
border provinces of 
keeping tax and customs 
revenue and using the 
money to fund militia 
that they personally 
control. 


On Sunday, 12 provincial 
governors met with 
President Karzai in Kabul 
and agreed to deliver 
millions of dollars in 
customs duties. The 

meeting took place after 
Mr. Karzai threatened to 
quit if the governors did not 
comply. The central 

government seriously needs 
these funds to pay civil 
servants and security 

forces. 

Afghan officials estimate 
that the 12 provinces 
earned more than S500 
million from customs last 
year but only 20 percent 
reached Kabul. 

Since coming to power 
after the U.S.-led forces 
dislodged the Taliban 18 
months ago. President 
Karzai has struggled to 
establish his authority in 
provinces ruled by 
warlords and militias 
widely known for human 
rights abuses. 

Washington has been 
under fire from providing 
financial and military 
support to these warlords 
to seek their help in 
tracking down remnants 


of Taliban and al-Qaida 
terrorist network. 

Analysts say that President 
Karzai s latest efforts to 
extend his authority beyond 
Kabul could be the result of 
a change in the U S. policy 
toward these regional 
forces. Barnet Rubin runs 
the Center on International 
Cooperation at New York 
University. 

"I think its clear that the 
United States is strongly 
supporting this 

movement," said Barnet 
Rubin who rims the- 
Center on International 
Cooperation at New York 
University. "Its telling

Professor Rubin says that 
unless President Karzai 
consolidates his rule and 
brings security to most of 
Afghanistan, efforts to 
rebuild the war-shattered 
country will not succeed.

"He's also been a 
Communist guerrilla for 
many years, since his 
early teens in fact, and 
has been in and out of 


prison for much of his life, ? 
has been tortured 
repeatedly. "And in fact his : 
claims of torture were 
backed up by the Medical 
Foundation for the Care of 
Victims of Torture." 

Mr Amini fled jail in Iran 
for Britain two years ago, 
where he applied for 
asylum. The medical 
foundation's report backing 
his torture claims was 
submitted with his 
application. But the asylum 
process has been difficult 
for Mr Amini, who at one 
stage was denied some 
benefits because he refused 
to move house. 

After five adjournments, an 
immigration tribunal said 
he could stay, but the 
Home Office disagreed and 
decided to appeal. Now Mr 
Amini is refusing all 
medical attention, 

including antibiotics and 
painkillers, despite 

developing an eyelid 
infection. 

He says he will stop his 
protest if the government 
withdraws its appeal. 

Sam Azad, of the 
International Federation of 
Iranian Refugees, said Mr 
Amini had told him he was 
taking a stand for all the 
people in this country 
suffering from a lack of 
human rights. 


May 26-The authorities in 
Afghanistan have released 
66 Pakistani prisoners who 
were accused of fighting 
alongside the former 
Taleban regime and al- 
Qaeda against American- 
led forces 18 months ago.
